by jury, thereby doing absolute jus-

One of the great hindrances to Odd 


fellowship haa been the lack of prop- 
er familiarity with the- unwritten 
work and a remedy for this would be 
that a person ha\ing taken initiatory 
degree be (required before advance- 
ment to the first degree to familiar- 
ize himself with the -work of the de 
groe taken, and so on throughout the 
various degrees of the subordinate 
lodge and should be required before 
becoming a member of the encamp- 
ment to know all the secret work of 
the subordinate lodge.
